RIVALLING THE SUNLIGHT. 

In mentioning the points of striking in‘erest 
presented by the part year we were ‘ar from 
exhausting the subject. We propose now to 
atone for one of our omiselons by more fully 
describing an inatrument of promivent scientific 
importance, given to the world in the early part 
of the year 1866. We refer to the “ Magueto 
FE ectric Machine” invented by a Mr. Wilde, of 
Marchester, Eogland, which is sail io display 
illuminating powers greatly rurpaesing anything 
before attained, rivalling the brilliancy of the 
Solar light. 

To make euch « description in any reapect 
clear it will be necessary to explain the prin- 
ciples iavelved aa fully ae can be done in a brief 
statement. When the ende, or poles, of two 
sirea conoecte! with a Galvanic battery are 
joined eo that the Galvanic current may circu 
late through them, and then slightly eeparated, 
the Elecuicity will leap across the intervening 
space, (hrough the air, manifesting Light and 
Heat ia la progress Every Electric current of 
enflicient ctrengt! can be made to dieplay this 
«fect. Lut there are oiber modea of producing 
euch a current besides the action of the battery 
Thos if the armature, or crose-piece uniting the 
poles of a magnet, be made to revolve, an elec 
tric current appeara in it. This current, though 
constantly changing ita direction, is by a simple 
arrangem ut cause! to move continuously in 
one direction slong a wire connecting the two 
ends of the armature. Such ia the principle 
employed ia the ordinary Magneto Electric Ma 
chines, 

The other principle involved in thia case lies 
in the character of the magnet itaelf. Ip the 
magnetic oxide of Iron, or Loadetone, and in 
maznetised eteel bars, we have what is known 
asthe permanent magnet. But by passing an 
electric current around a bar of 6.(¢ Iron much 
stronger Mognetic power may be developed, 
which, however, only contioues during the con- 
tinuance of the current. Thia current is trans. 
mitted through a coil of wire wound sypiraliy 
around the bar, and may be obtained from the 
Magneto Eec'ric machine above described.— 
Tiue by revolving the armature of a permanent 
magnet, and passing the developed current 
throovh euch a coil of wire, an E'ectro-Magnet 
may be formed, which is pecu iar io displaying 
magnetic powers many times greater than that 
of the original magnet. 

S» far Science had gone when Mr. Wilde took 
hold of the subject. He conceived the idea that 
there is uo limit to the extension of thia prin- 
ciple, that by revolving the armature of thie ae- 
cond magnet and sending the much more in- 
tense current thus produced through a eecond 
coil, a third magnet might be formed ot yet 
much greater force, and thus a succession of 
magnets constantly increasing in power be pro- 
duced, until the force of the current became too 
great ior the resisting powers of the materiale, 
perhaps dissipating the whole apparatus into 
Vapor, 

lie did ths, and succeeded in producing a 
third rasgnet of excessive power, and by revol 
ving the armature of thie third magnet obtained 
an electric current of nnexampled intensity. It 
musi not be imagined, however, that thia force, 
40 greatly #urpaseipg that of the original mag 
net, was created by the machine. Force in eome 
form must be eonsumed before force in any 
other form cau appear. Here an exterior force 
is employed in producing the revolutions of the 
armatures, the machine converting the expan 
tive force of sieam into Magheti+m. To give to 
the third armature the pecessary speed, (1,41 
evolutions per minute) required the fuli force 
of a | borse engine 

By employing thia last current to produce the 
electric cffecta astonishing reaulta appeared, far 
eurpaseing anything before known. Iron wire, 
fifteen inches in length and a quarter of an inch 
thick, was readily melted, while the illuminating 
power displayed was splendid beyond precedent 
At the distaice of a quarter mile the rave of 
the EF ectric lamp had the brilliancy of sunlight, 
casting the shadows of the tlame of the atreet 
lamps on ihe neighboring walla. Even without 
a reflector the light wae estimated to be as iu 
tense as that given by 4 000 wax candles. I’bo- 
tographic paper at two feet distance was dark 
ened in twenty seconds as much a¢ similar 
paper by one minute's action of the noontide 
run, the E.ectric light at this distance seeming 
by ita@cfce's to bave between three and four 
times the power of the sunlight. The intense 
magnetiem developed in this instrument is o 
especial interest to ecientifio men in the great 
sia it will lend to the experiments of Trotessor 
Faraday and others in tbeir effort to prove “the 
magtetic condition of all matter. It ia caleu- 
lated that if thie principle could be extended, 
without dissipation of the apparatus by the ex 
cessive heat developed, till a 14) ton magnet 
was oblained, with ite armature driven by a lin 
Loree power engine, ite illuminating power would 
tuake London considerably brighter by night

* A meeting of factory operatives was held 
in Lowell, Mass, on Friday eveni the Mayor 
of the city presiding, and were 
adopted in furtherance of the ten-hour labor 
system.” 

The ten-hour system bas been established in 
New York, Pennsylvania, and otbers of the 
middle states for many years—and yet in New 
England, whose “ reformers” talk 0 much about 
the “rights of labor,” the old twelve hours’ 
system has been persistent!y adher.d to. 

This is a very prectical obstacle in the way of 
our mepufacturers when competing with the 
New England ones. For in every week the lat- 
ter, gaining two hours’ more labor every day, 
gain a whole day's work—which of itself is a 
large profit—out of their hands, as compared 
with a New Yor? or Pennsylvania manufacturer. 

Of course we do not mean to take ground 
against the twelve-hour system, though we con- 
fees we think ten houre is eufficient, as a general 
thing, for a day's work, but only to point out 
the icconelstercy of thoee who have such very 
keen eyes for the eelfishness of others, and 
euch remarkably dull eyes for their own.

Evening Parties. 

Miecellaneous evening parties appear to us to 
be @ great mistake in eo faras the giving of 
pleasure to the guests is concerned. When a 
number of people of varying ages, different pur- 
suite, and uncongenial tastes are thrown toge- 
ther, rotbing but weariness and a genera! een- 
sation of the vanity of such meetings can be 
looked for. People who will give euch parties 
are responsible for a greater amount of discom- 
fort than is generally imagined. Having brought 
their guests together, they ought to provide 
some amusement for them. But can the recrea- 
tions frequently presented be truly classified 
under the head of amusements? We grant that 
when there are a large number of young people, 
and dancing is possible, there - be much erjoy- 
ment.

We have tried hard to be enter- 
tained by the smallest of emall talk, the feeblest 
of jangling on the piano, the mildest of uninte 
resting games. Why should games be consider- 
ed proper simply because they are weak, and 
need no intellect whatever to indulge in them * 
We have heard of one clergyman who, by long 
training, had brought himself to euch a pitch 
that he could play at so/:taire for a whole even- 
ing. Weare thankful to say he was not of our 
acquaintance. Photographs and crest albums 
and Looks of prints cannot amuse people for 
ever, and grown-up persons cannot be expected 
to exhibit much interest in games which are 
really euitab'e for children aged eix. We eym- 
pathised heartily with the aspiration of a gen- 
tleman who was doing his beat to be conversa- 
tional at one of these mild parties, and who thus 
delivered himself: “1 wish cards were not con- 
sidered sinful, for thie sort of thing is very slow, 
and there is always amusement to bo got out of 
whist.’ 

It seeme to us that the teetotal principle of 
abstinence is carried to a ridiculous excees in 
eveniog parties of a certain clase, and we cor- 
sider that people have no right to invite others 
to meet unless they provide proper means of 
amusement for them. We cannot wonder that, 
in a large number of cases, the advent of “ re- 
freshments” constitutes the only real erjoyment 
to be extracted from the meeting. 

The French fashion of being “at home” on a 
certain evening presenta all the advantages of 
the evening party with none of its drawbacks. 
If one’s frienda care to come they come without 
eo much ceremony; they etay as long as they 
choose, and they probably are amused because 
they come willingly 

If, however, this plan does not suit, we would 
recommend to the consideration of givers of 
evening parties the undoubted fact that their 
assemblies would be invested with new charms 
if they were to exercise a judicious amount of 
the principles of selection with regard to affini- 
tics between their gueets, and of adaptation of 
amusements to capacities in the entertainments 
provided for them.

There were peculiar atmospheric phenomena 
that we had experienced and often commented 
upon in the upper regions of Chile and Bolivia, 
and found developed in some instances to in- 
tensity at Sorato, some of which, as I have never 
heard them disoussed by others or seen men- 
tioned by any writer, may perhaps be new and 
interesting to the reader. 

The increased pulsation, prickly sensations of 
the fingers and toes, reddening of the skin, 
ringiog in the ears and expansion of the eye 
balls, frequently to a palufal degree, together 
with rapid respiration, and often the issue of 
biood from the nose, mouth and ears, are all in- 
cidenta of an abrupt up-bill journey after having 
attained an altitude of eight or nine thousand 
feet, with which perbaps many are familiar— 
some by actual experience, but more from read- 
ing. All these, however, gradually subside as 
one goes higher up, and at an altitude of from 
fifteen to seventeen thousand feet generally dis- 
appear, al! except the quickened circulation and 
consequent more rapid beating of the heart, 
which is in no wise painful or oppressive, but 
on the contrary a decidedly pleasant sensation. 
Kate declared one day, high up the steep side 
of the Heart of the Andes, panting the while 
like a etartled lizard and her heart beating 
tattoo:— — 

“ Delightful! Isn't it, now? Upon my word, 
I've never had my heart in such a heavenly 
flutter eines the morning Barney went on bis 
knees and said to me—” 

“ Ah—whieht, now, my darling, and don’t be 
making a fool of me here in company, because 
I happened to make an asa of myself once.”

But the one phenomenon that always re- 
mained in the upper regione—that which cannot 
be out-climbed-—is the singular influence of the 
rarified atmosphere upon the voices of both 
animals acd bumanity, as well as upon all 
sounda, no matter by what agency affected, and 
aleo upon firearms.

Edith argued that ae we 
could hit nothing else, there might be great 
danger of shooting ourselves; whereupon we 
discontinued practice and went into committce 
of the whole upon the etate of the atmosphc re. 

Our rifles being of the heavy, old Lansingburg 
pattern, long barrelled and bored for fifty-six to 
the pound, always had a considerable “ fetch,” 
or recol, when fired in the low countries with 
an ordinary charge; while at an altitude ef three 
miles or go the recoil disappeared, the report 
was very greatly lessene?, and the pieces inva- 
riably shot out of line. That day the reports of 
both rifles and revolvers were laughably lu- 
dicrous. That of a ritle wasa low, liqaid chuck, 
in sound most like that of sending a small peb- 
ble with great force perpendicularly down into 
a pool of water; while the revolver report waa 
a «put, sounding like sending a pellet of dough 
agsinst a solid eurfece.

By diminishing the charge of powder to con- 
tiderably leas than balf a standard charge, the 
report subsided toa little w/isp, as if we were 
shooting air guna, while the bullets sent at low 
velocity went straight to the “ bull's eye” again 
without any wandering. 

But the moet laughable feature of the phe- 
nomenon was ite singular effect upon voices, 
Fiith Bond, who had a remarkably clear, round, 
Bilvery voice, was disgusted to fiad her best ef- 
forte very like the tiny click clack of a half-grown 
pullet. Cator, who could have bailed a main- 
royal yard in a gale of wind off the Horn witb- 
out a trumpet, couldn't have called a cricket at 
three yards. Minnie’s musical voice was re- 
duced to a thin, flat stream of iss, broken by 
stops between the words. Signora Florietta, our 
Italian prima donna, whose notes in allegretio 
were as round and ringing as the tones of a 
silver bell, essayed Anniha’e Sull Alja, and 
found her bravest bravura reduced to the level 
of a penny whistle quartetie. Not one of the 
whole party was exempt from the queer vocal 
visitation. Even the dogs had taken the epi- 
demic, their best bark coming out in little foolish 
phew— phew— thLas—at which they grew aebamed 
and shut up in total silence until we got down 
into the lower world, where they could egain 
bark like dogs. 

Dr. Bond remarked, in a voice that sounded 
most like grinding corn, cobs and all, that if he 
bad a wife too handy with her tongue, he would 
settle on top of Sorato; and furthermore, he 
thought that all nations going to war with fire 
arms would find it economical to fight their bat 
tles on top of mountains five miles high, saving 
sixty per cent. of saltpetre. We all burst into 
a bearty ha! ha! at the doctor's odd suggestions, 
and our laughing chorus was very like a concert 
of “ pond peepers” of an April evening. 

There is @ limit to the range of vision, even 
from the summit of Sorato, and as there was 
considerable of South America yet that we were 
ambitious of becoming personally acquainted 
With, it would be a necesity that we should go 
nearer; and so we begin just at sunrise to go 
down by the north side, it being an easier elope; 
becides, we had sent oor horses, pack mu'ea, 
peons, chow/as and faithfu! Braziliero mulaticros 
round to wait for us below the snow line. 

We had clambered downward three-quarters 
of a mile by a direct course, but fuily ten times 


that by the zig zag winding one we were obliged 
to follow.

Water That Will Not Drown. 

All travellers, writes a correspondent, have 
mentioned with astonishment the liar buoy 
ancy of the water of Great Salt Lake, and it le 
traly surprising. No danger of shipwreck need 
ever croes the mind of those who navigate the 
lake, for it would be simply impossible for them 
to sink if thrown overboard. With my hands 
clasped together under my head, and my feet 
crossed, | floated on the very surface of the lake 
with at least one-third of my body above the 
water, Upon a warm summer's day there 
would not be the slightest difficulty in going to 
sleep upon the lake, and allowing yourself to be 
blown about as the wind permitted; only one 
would need an umbrella to keep off the rare of 
the sun. 

It hae been stated that three buckets of this 
water will yield one bucket of solid alt; but, 
inasmuch as water will not hold above twenty 
five per cent. of saline matter in solution, and if 
more be added it is instantly deposited upon the 
bottom, thia estimate is, of course, too large. 
On inquiring of the Mormons engaged in pro 
curing salt, they unanimously stated that for 
every five buckets of water they obtain one 
bucket of salt, which gives the proportion as no 
keaa than twenty cent. 

No visitor to the lake should omit the bath ; 
the sensation in the water ia most luxurious, 
and leads one to think himself in floating air. 
On the way back to the city it will be aa well 
for the bather to stop at the superb sulphur

“There is no property, not even in Fifth Ave- 
nue or Wall Screet, that pays as well. The 
building known as Sexton and Phillips's model 
tenement house is crowded in every part, over 
five bundred occupants residing in the building.

Cellars reeking 
with slime and mud, dark paseages under the 
stairs, dark closets, in short every place where 
a buman form can lie, are rented at from six- 
pence a night upward, all paid for in advance, 
making an aggregate that is surprising. Multi- 
tudes of children, neweboys and young girla, beg 
or steal enough inoney to get into the gallery of 
a Bowery theatre, beg their bread or get it at a 
charitable institution, and then pay a few pen- 
nies for the vile lod which the vilest por- 
tion of New York affords.”

M. l’onchet lately read an interesting paper 
on thia subject, before the French Academy of 
Belence. The suthor's inferences are aa follows 

1. That the first phenomenon produced by 
cold is a contraction of the capillary veesela to 
such an extent that a globule of blood cannot 
enter; these veesele, therefore, remain com 
pletely empty. 

%. The second phenomenon is an alteration 
of the blood globules, which amounts to their 
complete disorganization 

4. Every animal completely frozen is abso 
lutely dead, and no power can re animate it 

4. When only a part ia froven, that part la 
destroyed by gangrene. 

5. If the part frozen is not extensive, and 
only a few dirergatized blood globules para 
into circula'ion, the animal may recover 

6. Latif, on the contrary, the frozen part ia 
of considerable extent, then the masa of altered 
globules brought into the circulation when the 
part ia thawed, rapidiy kille the animal 

7. For thie resson a half frozen animal may 
live a Jong time if maintained in this condition, 
since the altered globules do not get into the 
circulation; but it expires rapidly aa soon as 
the frozen part ia thawed, 

4. In all cases of congelation, death ia due to 
the alteration of the blood globules, and cot to 
any effect on the nervous system 

9. It resulta from these facts that the lere 
rapidly the frozen part ia thawed, the more 
slowly altered glebules find tucir way into the 
circulation, and the greater the chances of the 
recovery of the animal.

ing conatitutes leas than five per cent. of all in 
yea in France and Eogland.

Io a! this there is a hint given 
directly by nature about the necessity of uring 
plenty of water to keep everything clean and 
wholesome.

The Original Bluebeard. 


For more than « century and « half, Bice 
beard has beer a favorite melodramatic hero 
favorite, that ie, with those who wish to find 
tyrart as « foil to some Illused demeel or he- 
roine; and the more savage be is, the more in- 
tense is the interest felt in the story—by the 
bove and girls, if not by “children of larger 
gro@th.” In thia, as in rome other histories, 
the more thovghtfal readers occasionally aek— 
Is it true? There certainly was no real lady to 
say: “Sister Anne, rister Anne, do you see any- 
body coming?" but nevertheless Mezersy, and 
ether French writera, tell us of a man who 
really suggested to Perrault the idea for the 
story of B:aebeard. 

Giles de Laval, Seigneur de Retz, better 
known in French history as Marshal de R tz, 
was born in or about the year 1396. [..eing 
hie father in 1416, Giles entered the service of 
his eovereign-prince, the Duc de Bretagne; and 
hie name is found mentioned in connection with 
events in 1120 and 1425. He next entered the 
service of the French King, Charles VII, and 
war actively engaged in the defensive war miir- 
tained by that monarch against the Euglish ; 
distinguished himself in many engagements. Jn 
1529, he was one of the Captains under the ce!e- 
brated Joan of Arc; and aided ber io bringing 
provisions into Orleans. We then hear of Gilea, 
and his brother Rene, acoompanying the hing to 
Kheims ; and it is eupposed that Giles was on this 
oceasion created Marehal of France, in recogn'- 
tion of hie military merits. It was he who oir- 
ried the holy arnpoule, at the consecration of the 
King, from the abbey of St. Remi to the cathe- 
dral. Ile appears also at this time to have been 
counsellor and chamberlain to the King. Aguin 
we hear of bim commanding troops against the 
Eoglish in 1480 and 143%, in which thie last 
named year hie martial services appeared to 
have terminated. 

Now, there is nothing whatever in this cireer 
to denote a crue! or depraved taste ; on the con- 
trary, Giles de Laval preeents himself to us as 
the Marshal de Retz, a man of bigh birth, euc- 
cessful as a military commander, and in hizh 
favor at the court of the King of France. Yet 
the French annals tell us that this man, at the 
age of thirty-seven, commenced the abominable 
course of life which haa brought infamy upon 
his name. When twenty years of age he bad in- 
herited large estates from hia father; at twenty- 
four, he had married Catherine de Thouara, who 
brought him still larger property ; and when hie 
maternal grandfather, Jean de Craon, died in 
1454, gnother eset of estates fell to him : inso- 
much that Giles became the richest subje:t in 
France. This immense fortune was the grand 
caure of hie ruin. He plunged into a course of 
profligacy and debauchery which diminisbed his 
wealth rapidly; and he eold one estate after an- 
other to defray hia lavish expenees. He wain- 
tained a guard of honor of two hundred horse- 
men; and his suite of fifty persone, comprised 
chaplains, choristera, musicians, pages, and ser- 
most of whom were made ministers or 
accomplices in hia ecta of libertioiem. Yet, 
withal, he affected great pomp and megnificer.ce 
in religious ceremonier. His chapel was hung 
with cloth of gold and silk; the sacred vessels 
wre of gold, and enriched with precious ttones. 
His chaplaice, habited in ecarlet robes adorned 
with fur, bore the titles of dean, chan‘er, arch- 
deacon, and bishop ; and he even sent a deputy 
to the Pope, to ask permission for a cross to be 
carried before him! Theee, and other extrava- 
gances, made such inroads on his wea!th that he 
began to dispose of his estates one a‘ter another. 
Hie family, alarmed at his prodigal waste of 
meane, in which they all had an interest, ob- 
tained a decree from the parliament of Paris, 
forbidding him to make any further alienations 
of his property. 

Even at this stage we do not recogn'z» in 
Giles de Retz what the world would call a mon- 
ster; we see in bim only a profligate epend 
thrift, who joiaed licentiousnesa with religious 
observances in a way not at al! unusual in the 
middie agea, But the worst was approeching. 
Craving for wealth to supply hie extravagance, 
he had recourse to alchemy. Failing, then, to 
discover the grand art of tranemuting bare 
metals into gold, he next turned his attention to 
magic or sorcery, under the guidance of an En- 
gliehman, named Meesire Jean, and an Itiliar, 
namid Francisco l’relati. He is reported to 
have made a compact with Satan, offering to 
give, in return for boundless wealth, everything 
except his own life and esou!: as regaried the 
lives and souls of others he felt no scruple. It 
was at this time, according to the accounts 
which have descended to ua, that he began to 
immolate chiidren—even while fulfilling his re- 
ligious duties in hie chapel with careful pre- 
cision, The poor little creatures, made the vic- 
time of bia iniquity in various ways, were finally 
put to death, and their blood and hearts used 
ae charme in diabolical rites. His myrmidone 
inveigied boya and girls from the neighboring 
villagea into bia castle, and they were never 
afterwards seen. Other agente of his, during 
his tours from one to another of his castles in 
Bretagne, were wont to persuade poor peasante, 
who had beautiful children, to intruet them 
to the care of tne marshal, who promised to at- 
tend to their advancement in life. The children 
were never again seen ; and when outcries were 
made in consequence, the accomplices in De 
Retz # iniquitiee sought to etifie them by threats 
or bribery. This continued so long, and the 
number of children who disappeared became 59 
large, that the matter came under the notice 
and ivterference of the authorities. In 1440 the 
Marebal was arrested, together with two of his 
men, Henri and E:ieone Coriilant. Confronted 
with his two accomplices, (i:les at firet denied 
all knowledge of them; but a threat of the tor- 
ture baving alarmed him, be made wha: is called 
a ‘clean breast of it” by revealing everything. 
The judges were frozen with horror at the ob- 
scene and atrocious recital which be made. 
There is no doubt as to the authenticity of the 
horrible tranaactions; and a biographer of the 
Marebal, in the Piographie Universelie, states 
that manuscript reports of the trial (which 
lasted a month) exist in the Jil/ioduque Impe- 
ria’e at Paris, and aleo among tae archives of 
the chateau at Nantes. What the wretched 
young victimes (who varied from eight to eighteen 
yeare of ag: ) were made to endure befoie being

| he exhibited once more a characteristic of his 
| etrange nature, by begging that the Bishop of 









Naotes would besd’ the procession which was 
formed on this occasion. His execution took 
place in 1440, about or a little before Christmas 
dsay—eome say December 22. 

Probably on secount of some personal pecu- 
liarity, Giles de Laval became remembered as 
Barbleue, whence our Biaebeard. It seems to 
have epeedily become a name of terror; for 
Holinshed, speaking of the committal of the 
Dake of Suffolk to the Tower, in the reign of 
Henry V1, says: “Toile doing so much pleased 
the people, that if politic provision had not been 
m great miechief hed immediately ensued. 
For the commons, in sundry pisces of the realm, 
assembled together in great companies, and 
choose to them « « ptain, whom they called 
Bivebeard ; but ere they had attempted any en- 
terprise, their leaders were apprehended, so that 
the matter was pacified without any hurt com- 
mitted,” 

As to the children’s Bluebeard, it was wiitten 
by Perrault in the time of Louis X(V., and has 
been translated from the French into nearly all 
the languages of Europe. This B!uebeard’s pro- 
peceity is pot t> kill children, but to marry wife 
a‘ter wife in succesaion, kill them, and deposit 
them in the fatal closet which curiosity would 
not leave untouched. We all know bow apn- 
other victim was saved, and bow Bluebeard met 
hia deat’.

Brains—Man’s and Monkey’s. 


Until lately it was eupposed that the relative 
weight of the brain, as compared with the body, 
was greater in man than im any other of the 
lower animals ; but alas for poor human nature, 
it is now known that some of the smaller S »uth 
American monkeys have, proportionsiely a 
larger share of brain than our noble seivea. On 
the other hand, however, man carries (sbso- 
lately) more weight in his cranium than any 
other breathing creature except the elephant 
and whale. 

As a rule, the human brain increases in 
gravity—specific gravity we mean, of couree— 
up to the twentieth or twenty-first year, and 
from the “age of discretion” till the fortieth 
year usually remaing in statu que. After forty 
the organs, in most cases, begin to grow lees. 
It contwmues to decrease in volume more rapidly 
aa we grow older, and in those who are unhappy 
enough to reach the seventh stage of “ second 
cbildishnese and mere oblivion,” there is nothing 
of it left worth mentioning. As a proof that 
the weight of the encephalic mass determines 
to a cousiderable extent the amount of iniellec- 
tual power, it may be stated that when the for- 
mer is lees than thirty-two ouncese—forty-nine 
ounces for the male and forty-four for the fe 
male brain is the average—idiocy or partial im- 
becility invariably accompanies the defect. 
The heaviest brain on record is that of Cuvier, 
the great naturalist, whica pulled down nearly 
sixty-four ounces.

Cosmea's Column.

EVERGRAEN SCREENS 


Evergreen trees may be turned to #9 many 
accounts, ueelul aud ornamental, that the farmer 
who lives through eu agricultural letime with 
out in some way Uiie ug them, dies somewhat 
derelict of cuty 

Evergreen trees and shrubs of some sorts are 
indigenous to almost every region of the United 
States, from the Kay of Fundy to the Gulf of 
Mexioo, the Atlantic coast to the shores of the 
Pacific; and e# with care and proper manage 
meut every One of the Varietioe may be trans 
planted with entire euccese, and as the winter 
and half the epring period are seasons as proper 
as any for the traueplanting, the present is aa 
appropriate time to remind residents of the 
rural regions of the advantages of transplanting, 
propagating and utilaiog evergreens. 

Au «ficient break-wind may be made by a 





doable or triple row of strong growing ever- 











green trees; and in all regions where the pre- 
valliog winter winds are cold, bitiog nor’ weat- 
ers, planted so as to screen stables, cattle sheds, 
hog pens and hen houses from such blaeia, an 
evergreen protection wil! pay forty per cent. per 
annum io the saving of food and better condition 
of at ck protected by it. 

A vegetable garden, sheltered in the same 
manner, all other conditions being equal, will 
begin to supply the table with vegetable luxuries 
from ten to fifteen days earlier than an unpro- 
tected one, while the barcier habit and more 
vigorous growth given to all garden plants by 
early exemption from chills and incipient con- 
sumption, will prove that ag a garden friend the 
evergroen screen ié quite as valuable aa it is for 


| Btock protection. 


In all the farming regione of the Great West, 
where in fall and winter the cold, shivering 
nor'weaters come furiously aweeping across the 
wide prairies, a defence of sturdy, dense foli- 
aged evergreens, forming @ curved a/a‘lis aweep- 
ing close around the “ weather’ side of all farm 
houses, barns, etables and out-bouses, would 
afford aid and comfort to both man and beast 
to an extent five times the cost every year. 

Where the ccdare are the dominant race of 
native evergreens and there is a choice, we 
should give them the preference in screen 
making. But any of the epruces, hemlock, 
holly, jaurel and juniper will serve the purpose, 
the three latter being more appropriate for 
garden screens and other low fortifications. 

Evergreena contribute largely to the pictur 
eeque beauty of all lawne and ornamental 
grounds, as all groupings of deciduous trees and 
shrubs are relieved, even in full summer foliage, 
by the darker green of the fir, apruce or pine, 
while in their winter undress their stark naked- 
neces ie made leea objectionable by the close 
companionehip of the full-dress evergreens, 

Almoet all the treee and ebrubs of the ever- 
green familica, even to trees of considerable 
siz, may be traneplanted successfully, with litte 
danger of death eneuing, provided due care is 
exercived in digging up, not to mangle the 
roots, leaving always a liberal supply of undis- 
turbed earth about them, and in setting the trees 
in their pew povttiona, taking care not to pack 
the ground tov solid about them,

Oa the whole, everything taken into consider- 
ation, draining can be done quite as economi- 
cally, and wherever a saperstrocture of snow 
does not interfere with the operation, more «om- 
fortably in the winter than at any other scason 
of the year. To berure there wil] be a hard 
shell of frozen surface soil in the way; but with 
4 — mattock and long bitted post ar, that is 
soon chipped out of the way, and then it is e!! 
plain esiling. All the water frozen up solid, 
there is no treading mortar and sloshing 
around in the mud—al! dry diggince—c'ean dirt. 
Besides this advantage, there is that of cheaper 
labor. Men and teams are more at leisure than 
during the burrying seasons, so that digging 
out, hauling tiles, and filling in, all cost less 
than in busier times. A friend who drained 
about thirty acres of hie farm in epriag and 
fall, and over eighty more of the same kind of 
land since, and during frozen winter weather, 
keeping @ close account of cost, says that land 
can be drained in the winter where the ground 
is bare of enow, and fiozen five or six inches 
deep, twenty per cent. cheaper than it can du- 
ring the busy seasons.

RECEIPTS. 





To Make Onion Sacce to be eaten with thin 
atreaked and well boiled pickled pork, which 
tastes like tripe, or as sauce for mutton, rab- 
bita, Kc. 

Have a saucepan of boiling water in which is 
a lump of ealt anda bit of bacon fat or drip 
ping, the size of a bean. Cut the onions in 
very thin rings, throw them into the bciling water, 
make them boil very fast. In six or eight 
minutes they will be sufficiently cooked (a 
minute longer will take all taste from them,) 
throw them into a colander, squeeze them diy 
with @ saucer, turn them into a hasia, tlour 
them */ig/f’y, mash them quick!y with a wooden 
epoon, and mix in a little milk, then cover the 
basin with a plate and put in the oven to re- 
warm. 

To Bort Ostons.—Peel and wash them, throw 
them into plenty of boiling water with a bit of 
fat anda lump of ealt. Let them boil gich/y, 
very que ly, for an hour, They muet not be ex- 
posed to the air, but be drained quickly and 
served with or without white sauce over, or 
with cold butter. Cooked in this way, they are 
Lhe marrow, and exceeding!y wholesome. 

Any vegetables, excepting po'a'oes, broccoli, 
and cauliflower, are a3 well cooked in the morn 
ing as when the fire ia wanted for perhaps other 
things, if the dinner be a late one, 

Wash all vegetables in warm water, each 
kind singly, then in cold, where they must re- 
main for an hour. 

Water rather more than warm kil!s all in- 
sects, worms, and snaila, and mieles thon drop 
out of vegetablea. 

Crise Paste ror Tarts.—Mix one pound of 
fine tour with «ne ounce of loaf-eugar, eifted, 
make intoa ¢t ff paste with a gill of boiling 
cream, and three onnces of butter in it; work 
it weil and roi! it out thin; when you have made 
your tarta, beat the white of an erg, and ruo 
them over with a feather; sift a little double 
refined sugar over them, and bake in a mode- 
rate oven. 

Sroxce Cake —Take sixteen eggs; separate 

the whites from the yolke; beat them very 
lightly; s.ft into the yolks one pound of flour, 
adding a few drops of essence of almond or 
lemon, to flavor with; then add one pound and 
a cuarter of pulverized loaf sugar; beat this 
well with a knife; then add the whites whipped 
to a etiff froth. Have ready the pans, and 
bake. 
Arrix Popoixna.—Pare and stew three pints 
of apples; mash them, and add four eggs, a 
quartey of a pound of butter, sugar and nutmeg, 
or grated lemon. Bake it on short crust. 

Reapy Reweniss—When a chimney is on 
fire, throw a quantity of salt on the fre. loa 
modern-built bouse such an event ia rarely 
dap ; it only is eo in old houses having 
wood-work in the chimney. 

For a Burn or Scaid, use glycerine or cotton 
wool, or tie it up in oiled silk, For stings of 
Wasps or bees, use sweet oil For chapped 
hands, use glycerine every night. For chilblains, 
soak the parts in hot water, and rub in spirite 
of turpentine. For toothache, hold a piece of 
rock alum im the mouth. For sore throat, a 
teaspoonful of Cayenne pepper in a tumbler of 
water, and gargie the throat. For hiccou, ha, put 
a drop or two of vinegar on the tongue For 
ringworm, rub with borax diseolved in a little

Be- 
tides all this, there are ga!!-nuta used for dyeing 
and making ink; catharides, or Spanien fy, 
used in medivipe. In fact, every insect is cou- 
tributing, in some way, directly or indirect!y, in 
ewelling commercial protits.
